RIGHTING THE BLIGHT? 

The remnants of a slum empire are up for 
grabs. By Isaiah Thompson 

I n 2008. Bob Coyle, the now-infamouB slumlord, walked away 
from millionii of dollars m mortgages he’d takenoutonasmall 
empire ofcrumbling houses in Kensington and Biit Richmond, 
leaving the localbanksthat'dloaned him the money sitting high 
and dry — and on of more than 100 ofCoyle’s properties. 

Amongtho sepn^rties was 3310 Argyle, a vac ant shell thathad 
sat neglected for years when Jamie Moffett moved in next 
door and watdied as drug users went in and out ofthe 
abandoned house dai^. Moffett — an acquaintance wl 
first brought Coyle to this author's attention — had 
called Coyle mpeatedly, demanding that he do some- 
thing about the situation. When that didn’t work, 

Moffettoffeied to buy the house, but was brushed off 
No t long after, the news came crushing down that 
Coyle haddefauhedon more than $15 million in mort 
giigeshe’d taken out from local banks — loans that! 
especially now. to have been wildly disproportionate to the actual 
vahieofCoyle'sjunkyinventmy. But it WHS the height ofthe housing 
bubble, and the banks seemed more interested in having properties 
on their books than worrying about what they looked like — until, 
that is, the market crashed and Coyle defaulted, leaving the banks 
with onfy those houses to recoup their enormous debt What's more. 



it turned out he had allegedly made false ‘y-ent-tn-own" agieementa 
with dozens of tenants, who had invested ttreir haid-camed money 
into the houses for, it seemed, nothing. 

The banks faced a dilemma: Normally, ffiey'd foreclose m the 
properties and sell them atsheriff s sale, recouping their losses from 
the proceeds, But because tlic bunks had been so wildly generous 
to Coyle — and because the housing irrarket had crushed — their 
proigrocts of getting much buck were grim. What's more, Coyle had 
amassed untold lieirs in unpaid taxes ondutibty bills, and those 
would have to be repaid to the city before the baitks could touch any 
sale [TDceeds. Foreclosing and taking the properties to sheriff’s sale 
would be, in a word, expensive. Finally. Community Legal Services, 
Volunteers for the Indigent Program and the office ofCoundlwoman 
Maria Quinones-Sanchezhadtakenupthe cause of tenants 
'ho, they say, have claims to ownership themselves. 

And so the banks have simply sat on the properties, in 
essence turning into slumloids themselves — except 
fbrasingle batch of properties, including 3310Argyle 
which, Moffett learned not long ago. had been sold, 
along with about 60 other properties, to a company 
called GCG Investments, LLC. owned by one Manilal 
Mathai. Moffettresumed his phone-call campaign to 
get his neighboring proper^ fixed up. 

Mathai, Moffettsuys, “promised me it would be ready, with 
people living it, by April 1“ — which it isn't A contractor did show up 
and begin wotk.Moffettsays, but then he disappeared, leaving the 
house to quick re-invasion by drug users, according to Moffett. After 
Moflett harangued Mathai again, another contractor appeared.

Mathai. for his part says he 
'^vill not be like the previous 
owner," and that he 'Vill fix 
those houses up 100 percent" 
Fbr now. Semmelroth, Moffett 
and theothernei^borsof 
Coyle's old properties are left to 
cross their fingers and hope he 
means it.

Right here in Philadelphia, in this year’s 
strangely diverse and diversely strange bat- 
tle for At-Large Republican Coimdlpenion! 
Technically, five out of the nine candidates 
could win in both the [sdmaiy and general 
electrons. But because Republicans are so 
outnumbered in this dly, mrly two will likely 
make it tn City Hall, thanks to the dty ordi- 
nance mandatiikg that two atJarge seats go 
to members of a minorip' party. 

And both seats are as open as they’ve ever 
been. Jack Kelly, who narrowly defeated 
David Oh in 2007. is retiring. Frank Rizzo 
Jr. is under fire for having decided to take a 
DROP payment and seek re-election. He’s 
lost the backing of party leaders and even 
theFraCcmul OrderofPoUce. which is crazy 
because his father was FVank Rizzo Sr., the 
famed(ar notorious) police commissioner. 

Ids an opportu tte time to run for one of 


those seats, and the contest has drawn 
unusual numbers and energy fiom 
Republicana Arrumg the lesser-known can- 
didates are finance guru Jose^ McColgan, 
lawyer Michael UDterrireyer,ho^rtal 
admini strat or Ebner Money and Stephen 
Odabashian, who^ made aname for himself 
as. wen, that Andy Reid impersonator. 

Among the more janminent contenders; 
gay activist Malcolm Lazin, State Rep, 
Denny O'Brien, lawyer David Oh and for- 
mer mayoral candidate A1 Taubenberger. 

As with the GOP mayoral race, this race 
is partly about the future shape of the city's 
Republican Party. Oh is in the unique posi- 
tion of being backed by both party leaders 
and the RepubUcan insurgents who want 
to overthrow them. He is also beloved by 
the imess. unions and moderates. Rizzo is 
not supported by eitherGOP faction but 
has years of constituent service to boast. 

Taubenberger and O’Brien — both long- 
time poHtiaans — will benefit fiom name 
recognition, but Tbubenberger can count 
on few votes fiirm the insirrgents. Lazin, 
meanwhile, is re^ng on his backgroimd as 
a federal prosecutor and the endorsement 
of party leaders — as well as the fame he’s 
earned from staging theatrical protests 
outside Rizzo’s office throughout the race.

At first glance, tbe four Democratic can- 


didates vying for the 1st Coimdl District 
seat look awfully alike: They're all white, 
male andmiddle-aged. Their platforms are 
similar, too: They all want to develop the 
waterfmnt; stave off another casino in the 
district;get the community more involved 
in urban developmait ^d enact vari- 
ous refonns. Most also condemn Schools 
Superintendent Arlene Aikerman and all

In the 1st District, which encompasses 
on area from Chinatown to Fishtown to 
South Philly to parts of Center City, it 
seems that the real difference between can- 
didates is their endorsements — in other 
words, who's badcing their success. 

Mark SquiDa and Joe Grace are 
both backed by tbe city’s Democratic 
machine — but very dissimilar parts 
of it. Squilla, president of the Whitman 
neighborhood's dvic group, has been hand- 
picked by Nutter and current 1st District 
Coundlman Frank DiCScco. Conversely, 
Grace — once a ^rokesman for Mayor 
John Street — has won the support of 
former Gov. Ed Rendell. Jeff Homstein, a 
longtime organizer for ajanitoTs’ imion, 
has gotten the nod fiom big labor, includ- 
ing the Fraternal Order ofMiceLodgeS 
and Transport Workers Unitm Local 234, 
as well as the reform-minded group Fhilly 
for Change. VemAnastasio, a South Philly 
lawyer, has failed to rack up any significant 
political or union endoraements, but is 
partJyrunningon the claim that he’s not 
beholden to anyone.

It has been suggested from time tn time 
that race matters in niiladeli^ia elections.

IMMUNIZATION NATION 

Michael wairich's smsdipox research reveals 
that, when it comes to our nation's vaccine 
wars, history is simply repeating itself.

A tthe turn of the century, a vicioui) kilter attacked America, 
instigating a series of draconian measures at the local and 
national levels that raised thorny issues of state power and 
individual liberties. Finally, after years of panic, frenzied political 

this menace was hunted down and eliminated. 

Fkmiliar as it may sound, this is not the saga that ended earlier 
this month with the death of Osama bin leaden. The killer in ques- 
tion, as Michael Willrich recoimts inP(xc:An Ameritxin Hisitvy 
(Penguin Press, March 311. was smallpox. And all the back-and- 
forthoverthcMriot Act was nothing compared to the battles 
over compulsory vaccination a century ago. 

“America is famous for its dearly held ideals of individual liber- 
ty,' Willrich says, ‘but there was a realization that the social condi- 
tio ns produced industriabzation, mass immigration and urban- 
ization at the turn of the 20th century were altering the meaning 
ofbberty and the relationship ofthe individual to the government. 
Progressive intellectuals and activists at the time began to make 
the argument that in orderto have any kind of meaningful free- 


Though he briefly limns the effects ofthe disease and regularly 
refers to the vaccination scars and pockmarked faces that became 
badges ofsurvival.WUlrich’s interest is far less on the human toll 
of smallpox than on its social effects. He started out to write a book 
about the history of civil liberties in modem America when he 
found himself drawn to this more obscure byway. 

“t was interested in exploring terrain that isn't usually part of 
the traditional history of civil liberties, which focuses mainly on 
the problem of political speech.'WiDrichexjJains.*! was inter- 
ested in areas where individual 
ideasofbberty come into con- 
flict with a growing administra- 
tive andwelfare state, and the 
area that turned out to be the 
most contested — and therefore 

public health.' 

As he b^an work in 2003, 
Willrich — wholl read from 
ftur tonight at the College of 
Physicians of Philadelphia — quickly began to notice parallels 
between his arcane research and his daily newspaper. In the wake 
of 9/11 , bioterror threats were of very real concern; at the same 
time, parents across the country were beginnirtg a revolt against 
diildhood vacdnutions, laboring under the unfounded beUefthat 
they were linked to autism. Though they were distinct^ ladcingin 
the Jenny McCarthy department, onti-vaccinationista werejust as 
rabid in theiropposition during the early 1900s.

The press CriviaEzed them, the medical 
profession mocked them as deranged 
cranks. But it's my argument that anti- 
vaccinatiomst argumraits histarically 
had popular resonance because they 
expressed awhole hostofcnncems that 
other people had about modem medicine, 
the rise of the modem state, and their own 
liberty in an urban-industrial socieQ'.’ 

Theirfears were also considerably more 
well-founded, as the UB. had no system 
for bcensingor inspecting vaccines at the 
time, So inddenlsUkethe 1901 outbreak 
of post-vacdnation tetanus in Camden 
led to legitimate concents — especially 
when the man charged with the investiga- 
tion was a |s«-arC-coUection Dr. Albert C.

Mu Iford. “Conflict of interest” wasn’t a 
phrase much in vogue 100 years ago. 

“My hrst step in the research was to 
try to imderstand these ideas and argu- 
ments on their own terms rather than 
just thinking of them as irrational or 
anti-scientiflc or badcward.”

Capucci began his career as a designer of 
elegant and very wearable clothing, as we see in 
the earliest garment in his Art Museum retrospec- 
tive.

It would have perfectly suited the post-war 
Mariene Dietrich; on the street today, it would 
receive a second and perhaps third look because of 
its exceptionally flattering taibring and fashion- 
able leopard liningtthe original has been replaced 
by i^nthetic). No one would suspect it came out of 
great-great-grandmother’s doset. 

The influence of uniforms, especially ecdesiasti- 
cal ones, is unmistakable in Capucci’s early work. 
The majestic, severely flowing lines of Azalea Rosa 
{19611 suggest the mbes of cardinals rather than 
of nuns. But Capucci also borrowed from nuns 
when he was smitten by gbw-in-the-dark rosaries 
he noticed in a 1965 procession of penitents in 
Rome. He located the manufacturer in Assisi and 
bought crates of them to decora te evening dresses. 

Capucci’swoik has always been fashionable, but 
he was never fashion's slave or master. He is an 
original. playing with whatever engages him, from 
unusual silhouettes to new materials. He is, how- 
ever, senntive to the broad cultural environment. 
Just as he introduced eras plastic rosary beads, 
plastic cubes and sheets of transparent vinyl in a 
moodclearlyrelated to Pop Art, he wove black and

Arte Povera, a 1970s Italian art movement center- 
irrgonthe most humble objects and materials, was 
the basis of dresses with intricately woven raSia 
elements, bamboo rvaistbands oredgiirgs of pebbles. 
These pieces look startlingly apropos in the "green" 
clothing environment of today, Capued alsopayshis 
respects to the great art of couture carrstruction and 
handwork in pieces that incorporate areas of fabu- 
lously elaborate, historically grounded embroidery.

T asty Baking's soon-to-be new Georgia owner has promised 
to keep hundreds of locals baking at Tastykake factories, 
while making good cm $25 million borrowed ihim state 
taxpayers. But Flowers Foods' mid-April purchase announce- 
ment failed to say much about what will actually happen to 
Philadelphia’s beloved snack cakes. Will Flowers change the 
recipes? Get rid of my fevorite flavor varieties? Will the “synergies" 
touted anytime rme company takes over another ruin what has 
been, up to now. the Mercedes of American snack-food brands? 

Phis isn’t just local {ride talking, fbrmer 
Thsty Baking marketing exec (jeorgeLatella, 
now a food marketing {rofessor at St. Joseph’s 
University, says peojile ^ically favor the brand 
they grew up eating — but I grew up in New 
England eating Drake’s. And while I still have a 
soft spot for their apple pies, Fve always thought Tasty products to 
be a step above Drake's, Hostess, Dolly Madison and Little Debbie, 
es(>ccially when it comes to theirchocolate(typicaUy dork, and of a 
much higher quality than competitota’). 

Will Fkiwers change that? Asof now, the company isn’t saying.'It 
would be premature to say anything before the sale goes through"

actions sjreak loud. And {iroof of Flowers' baking abilities are already 
on dis{ilay in the region, via their Mrs. Freshley’s snadt-food brand.

It’s 
as if Krier was wrong and Flowers had already imposed 
new, inferior Mrs. Preshley’s standards.

With its white, squiggle-decorated top and plastic holster. 
Mrs. Freshley’s Chocolate Cupcake clearly aims to imitate

Heavy and blandly sugary lean deal with, but not this 
cake’s bitter chemical aftertaste. Tksty’s cupcakes are 
smaller, but the cake's fine crumb and taste resembles 
homemade, and the milk-chocolate long is actually iiidgy. 

Thsty’s creamless Chocolate Cupcake actual^sells bet- 
ter, but Mra Freshley’s has no equivalent. Nor does Mrs.
